1.  Purpose.  To provide guidance for the implementation of the  
doctrinal proponency program and to assign doctrinal proponents for

listed publications. 

2.  Information

a.  Responsibilities and Relationships.  Reference (a)
designates the Commanding General, Marine Corps Combat Development
Command (CG MCCDC), as the Commandant's executive agent for the
development, review, maintenance, and publication of Marine Corps
Service doctrine.  It also grants authority to 
CG MCCDC to assign selected Marine Corps organizations as doctrinal
proponents.  Reference (b) provides guidance for the implementation

of Marine Corps doctrinal proponency. 

b.  Overview.  Doctrinal proponency assigns the responsibility
for the preparation, review, and periodic update of a doctrinal
publication to a Marine Corps organization with the required subject
matter expertise.  As outlined by reference (c), doctrinal proponency
is intended to take advantage of the expertise of the Marine Corps
supporting establishment to ensure that Marine Corps Service doctrine
is timely, relevant, and compelling.  Enclosure (1) provides detailed
instructions for the development of publications for the doctrinal

      



proponent.  Enclosure (2) lists doctrinal proponency assignments by
organization and also includes the MCCDC Doctrine Division Branch
that has administrative cognizance for each publication.  Telephone
numbers for each Branch are as follows:

3.  Action.  This is a Marine Corps Total Force Bulletin and is
effective upon receipt.

    b.  Conduct a content review of each assigned publication.  In
reviewing each publication, assess its currency, utility, and
relevance to current and emerging Marine Corps doctrine, tactics,

techniques, and procedures. 

    c.  Prepare drafts of revisions to assigned publications per the
projected milestones listed in enclosure (2) and specific
instructions for each publication provided by CG MCCDC (C 42).

    d.  Submit recommendations for changes in proponency assignments
or modifications to the existing publication listing to the CG MCCDC
at the following address:
